Kickstarting 
your dinner 

Fancy eatery opens — with 
your help — in Bklyn Heights

Maybe A1 Gore should take 
credit for this restaurant. 

Colonie, the biodynamic, artisa- 
nal eatery that just opened last week 
on Atlantic Avenue in Brooklyn 
Heights has more than just a great 
chef and three committed owners : 
it also has the power of the social 
network behind it. 

Eight months ago, owners Elise 
Rosenberg, Emelie Kihlstrom, and 
Tamer Hamawi set up an account 
on the then-obscure fundraising 
website Kickstarter, announcing 
their eatery and seeking donations 
so that saidrestaurant could some- 
day actually exist. 

In exchange for cash, the trio 
offered incentives: pledging $50 
to the effort got you a round of 
drinks for four people. A grant of 


$1,000 bought an eight-person, fam- 
ily style dinner. 

The goal was to raise $10,000 
by Nov. 1 — but by year’s end, 
the trio had raised $15,371 from 
91 backers. 

“Social networking is the great- 
esttool,” said Rosenberg. “We didit 
to raise money and to get the word 
out. And it worked.” 

Like a charm, in fact; long be- 
fore Colonie opened on Feb. 17, 
people were talking about the res- 
taurant, the blogs had picked up 
the thread, and the foodie com- 
munity in Brooklyn and beyond 
was watching. 

It helps, too, that Colonie’s sea- 
sonal American menu goes hand in 
hand with Brooklyn’s latest trend: 
biodynamic eats. 

“This is a trend, but we strongly

NEW PARK TAX? 


Critics say idea is dead as other housing alternatives emerge

Brooklyn Bridge Park could raise 
one-quarter of its massive mainte- 
nance budget through a new tax on 
local businesses and residents — but 
that idea is dead in the water, say crit- 
ics, who think there are better ways to 
raise the money. 

A consultant hired last year to search 
for revenue to maintain the park with- 
out building residences within its wa- 
terfront footprint released a draft report 
on Tuesday that predicted that $ 1 mil- 
lion to $4 million towards the park’s 
$ 16-million maintenance budget could 
come from a new tax on residents and 
business owners within a quarter-mile 
of the park. 

But the scheme — called a “Park Im- 
provement District” — is so unpopular 
that before the ink dried on the study, A consultant hired to seek alternatives to housing inside Brooklyn 
the proposal was already being blasted Bridge Park thinks $4 million could be raised by taxing residents and 
as “insulting” and “a scare tactic.” businesses in a quarter-mile zone near the park. 



“The Park Improvement District they 
proposed is not going to happen,” said 
state Sen. Daniel Squadron (D-Brook- 
lyn Heights). “There are viable alter- 
natives to the current plan” to include 
housing in the park. 

The construction ofhousing and other 
revenue-generating uses stems from a 
2002 agreement between the city and 
state that the $350-million park raise 
its own maintenance budget so it would 
not be a drain on city coffers. 

But the proposed 20- to 30-floor 
luxury high-rises have long been the 
1 .3 -mile waterfront development’s most 
controversial feature, so last year, park 
planners created a Committee on Al- 
ternatives to Housing. 

On Tuesday, the committee’s con- 
sultant issued a draft report that found 
$2.5 million to $7 million in new reve- 
nues, including the controversial new 
park improvement district.

On the roll again 

Unicyclist beats rap in sidewalk-riding caper 



A judge has dismissed all charges 
against sidewalk-riding unicyclist 
Kyle Petersen.

He’s “Free Wheel-y!” 

Unicyclist Kyle Petersen was back 
in his slightly unbalanced saddle again 
on Tuesday after a judge dismissed a 
disorderly conduct charge against the 
one-wheeled wonder for riding on the 
sidewalk two months ago. 

“I’m quite relieved,” said Petersen. 
“I was just happy that common sense 
won the day.” 

Peterson is best known for entertain- 
ing the multitudes at MCU Park as the 
unicycle-riding vendor for the Brook- 
lyn Cyclones — but off the field, he’s 
less entertaining to cops. 


Petersen’s legal troubles date back 
to 2007, when he was ticketed for rid- 
ing on the sidewalk of Madison Street 
near his Bedford-Stuyvesant apartment. 
Then, on Nov. 2, 2010, cops again hit 
Petersen with a summons for the same 
alleged violation. This time, the high 
roller tried diplomacy. 

“I told the cops that I’d been through 
this before and that unicycling on the 
sidewalk is completely legal,” Peter- 
son said. 

So cops summonsed him for some- 
thing else: disorderly conduct, court 
papers show. 

For the record, riding a unicycle on 
the sidewalk is actually legal because 


state law defines a bicycle as having 
at least two wheels, and the judge dis- 
missed the case this week. 

Dismissal or not, Petersen’s legal 
cycle continues. 

Last year, he filed a $3-million suit 
against the city for the wrongful ar- 

“The police had no business detain- 
ing me and stopping me, and it shows a 
pattern of behavior among the NYPD,” 
said Petersen. 

Petersen says his civil suit is not about 
his personal agony, but about winning 
protection for everyone, whether they

Sunnier sequel for Pavilion

Coming soon to Park Slope’s Pa- 
vilion Cinema: “Renovation II — The 
Sequel.” 

The rundown multiplex on Prospect 
Park West — which hasn’t been refur- 
bished since its original grand reopen- 
ing in 1996 — is finally getting a make- 
over, and theatergoers are relieved that 
the rumored bedbug haven will soon 
have functional seats. 

“We used to come here a lot,” said

This winter hasn’t been easy for the 
old theater, which opened as the Sanders 
in 1928, closed in 1978, and was reborn 
as the Pavilion 14 years ago. Inconsis- 
tent heating, broken seats and unsub- 
stantiated bedbug rumors have increas- 
ingly plagued the film house. 

This year, the disrepair became so 
egregious that General Manager Ross 
Brunetti issued an apology to the neigh- 
borhood in February, writing, “It pains 


us every day to see how much it [the 
theater] has deteriorated.” 

In the same letter, Brunetti dispelled 
the bedbug rumor, writing that “there 
is no evidence that we have bedbugs,” 
but quickly adding, “If bedbugs were 
ever to be discovered in the theater, 
we would not sit idly by.” 

Sure enough, two weeks ago, the 
Pavilion’s corporate owner, Cinedigm, 
approved a renovation, and “things are 
underway,” said Brunetti. “I’m really

to budge on 11 -story hotel

The developer of a controver- 
sial 11-story hotel on Prospect 
Avenue has a plan, and he’s stick- 
ing to it — in spite of a grow- 
ing chorus of naysayers blast- 
ing his scheme as inappropriate 
for the neighborhood. 

More than 200 residents have 
signed an online petition urging 
Grand Prospect Hall owner Mi- 
chael Halkias to shave at more

110-foot building proposal so 
that it complies with the 50-foot 
limit imposed in 2005. 

But Halkias is having none 
of it. 

“I don’t need anybody to 
tell me what to do,” he said 
this week. “It’s unrealistic to 
ask me to do that.” 

The hotel would rise next to 
the venerable catering hall, lo- 
cated on Prospect Avenue be- 
tween 15th and 16th streets, and

Here’s your chance to bust a 
shady city agency! 

Comptroller John Liu is ask- 
ing Brooklynites to suggest agen- 
cies that should be audited for fi- 
nancial mismanagement — and 
he’s promised to pursue at least 
one resident’s allegation of waste 
within a few weeks. 

“Nobody in city government 
at any level knows exactly every- 
thing that’s going on the ground, 


in the grassroots, in the commu- 
nities,” Liu said at the ask-for- 
an-audit town hall meeting last 
Thursday at the Brooklyn Public 
Library’s Central Branch. 

The comptroller heard almost 
20 audit recommendations at the 
public meeting, butpeople can still 
submit their suspicions of mon- 
etary waste and fraud online at 
www.comptroller.nyc.gov. City 
agencies are audited most often 
— at least once every four years — 
but private businesses that operate

Groan depot

The owner of a commercial bus depot along the Gow- 
anus Canal dumped trash and motor oil into the already 
toxic waterway — and now he’s going to pay for the dam- 
age, state officials said this week. 

The Department ofEnvironmental Conservation slapped 
Jacob Marmurstein with a $482,750 fine, claiming that 
his MCIZ Corporation repeatedly contributed to the be- 
fouled canal’s general nastiness, and ordered Marmurst- 
ein to plug his leaky oil tanks and clean up the mess at his 
bus yard and garage near Sixth Street. 

“The yard has been the site of several petroleum spills, 
and repeated violations of New York State law governing 
petroleum bulk storage, tidal wetlands, water quality and 
solid waste,” said agency spokesman Thomas Panzone. 

And there’s incentive to do the job right. If it cleans up 
its act, the company will get $ 125,000 shaved off his bill, 
Panzone noted. 

State officials said photographic evidence provided by 
Riverkeeper, an environmental watchdog group, docu- 
mented some of the violations. 

Josh Verleun, the group’s chief investigator and staff 
attorney, said the brazen dumping amounted to a “willful

Piazza Mexicano? 

Dream plaza goes south (of the border)

Forget gelato and cannoli, 
visitors to Carroll Park’s con- 
troversial “piazza” might in- 
stead be feasting on a steady 
diet of tortas and quesadil- 
las. 

The city quietly awarded 
Calexico, the Mexican eatery 
with a location on Manhattan 
Avenue in Greenpoint and on 
Union Street in the Columbia 
Street Waterfront District, a 
five-year contract to operate 
a food cart in the park. 

Parks spokeswoman 
Meghan Lalor said the deal 
permits the operation of a 
cart at Smith and Carroll 

The city awards permits 
for the sale of food from mo- 
bile carts through a compet- 
itive process; Calexico was 
the lone business to toss its 
sombrero into the ring, La- 
lor added. 

The cart could add new 
flavor to the park, which 
has found itself embroiled 
in controversy since we 
first reported that Second 
Place resident Kurt Ander- 
sen, a nationally acclaimed 
journalist for National Pub- 
lic Radio and author, hoped 
to play a role in converting 


the park into a more Italian- 
styled “piazza.” 

Andersen envisions tables 
and chairs in an “underused” 
portion of the western side of 
the park near Court Street. 

Longtime residents lashed 
out with a rarely seen venom, 
saying that no portion of the 
beloved park is under-uti- 

Some of the ire was di- 
rected at Andersen himself, 
whose 21-year residency in 
the neighborhood struck 

“Someone who has lived 
in this neighborhood for a 
matter of weeks in the sum- 


mertime can tell you all about 
the virtues of that space in 
Carroll Park,” said Joe Nar- 
diello, a neighborhood lifer. 
“I’m surprised that someone 
who has lived here for de- 
cades would have an alter- 

Moreover, critics said, the 
park is already functions as a 
neighborhood square. 

“It is an urban piazza, ’’said 
Celia Cacace, a neighborhood 
resident for 74 years. “We 
don’t need fancy-schmancy 
chairs or umbrellas. 

“This isn’t Bryant Park. If 
you want thattype ofthing, go 
into the city,” she added. 


Andersen met last week 
with Friends of Carroll 
Park — and the group sub- 
sequently issued a statement 
assuring residents that “no 
plans have been made” and 
none would be finalized with- 
out community input. 

The group said it was 
now exploring the idea of a 
“Friday Evenings in Carroll 
Park,” a weekly event with 
movable “cafe tables and 
chairs, a food or drink ven- 
dor, lights, and some enter- 
tainment.” 

Andersen said he was 
_ unsure what the fuss was 
| about. 

“There was the tiniest 
germ of an idea to figure 
I out ways to make the park 
i even more delightful as a 
community space that can 
support all kinds of uses,” 

For now, one of those uses 
will be the Calexico stand. 
It’s unclear when it will begin 
opening, but some mouths are 
already watering for the ta- 
cos and burritos, which won a 
coveted Vendy Award for its 
cart in Soho before its own- 
ers opened a full restau- 
rant in the Columbia Street 
area and a cart in Brooklyn 
Bridge Park last year.open-

Marmurstein did not a return a call for comment. The 
bus yard is home to tour buses and airport shuttles, which 
oversee a canal so wretched the Environmental Protection 
Agency recently branded it one of the most polluted wa- 
terways in the country when it declared the sluice a toxic 
Superfund site last year. 

In 2009, Riverkeeper threatened a civil suit against Mar- 
murstein and two other polluters. The two companies made 
changes, but MCIZ did not, Verleun said. “This was very 
egregious,” he added. 

Federal officials, who are embarking on their own 11- 
year, $500-million clean-up of the waterway, said they ex- 
pect their Albany counterparts to handle this mess, which 
is a violation of state law, and not related to the feds bigger 
headache: chasing down polluters responsible for over a 
century’s worth of toxins that have seeped deep into the 
sediment — and then cleaning it up. 

“The Environmental Protection Agency anticipates that 
the actions laid out in the order will lead to the stoppage 
of pollution,” spokesman John Senn said.

On the Lamm 

Hospital building sold again

Ahistoric Cobble Hill man- 
sion dumped by the cash- 
strapped Long Island College 
Hospital is heading towards a 
controversial redevelopment 
as luxury housing. 

The landmarked Lamm In- 
stitutebuilding and three adja- 
cent lots at Amity and Henry 
streets sold to a trio of inves- 
tors for $6 million, according 
to broker Eric Anton, and the 

form it into three luxury units, 
Cobble Hill blog reported. 

The Lamm building was 
built in 1902 as a nurses resi- 
dence and last used as a child 
neurology clinic. This is the 
second time the grand prop- 
erty has changed hands in the 
last decade. 

In2007,LICH sold the man- 
sion and the land for $6.1 to 
Manhattan-based Time Eq- 


uities. The company planned 
to convert the French Renais- 
sance mansion into eight apart- 
ments and construct six, sin- 
gle-family townhouses on a 
controversial gated mews, irk- 
ing residents who dubbed the 
plan the “Amity Street Hor- 
ror” because it was architec- 
turally inconsistent with the 
historic district. 

The Landmarks Preser- 
vation Commission agreed, 
arguing specifically that the 
mews concept and gated com- 
pound conflicted with the his- 
toric district. 

The property went back 
on the market in November, 
the same month Landmarks 
that approved a smaller plan 
for a seven-unit luxury devel- 
opment in the Lamm build- 
ing and three new three-story 
townhomes on the adjoining 

That ruling left area activ- 


“Itis a very significant land- 
mark in the community and we 
are very concerned about its 
preservation,” saidRoy Sloane, 
president of the Cobble Hill As- 
sociation, a civic group. 

Since the property is 
landmarked, any additional 
changes to its exterior will 
require city approval. 

The cash-poor hospital sold 
off the properties in an effort 
to better meet the institution’s 
“operational needs,” spokes- 
woman Zippi Dvash said. 


The disposition was part of 
a wave ofbelt-tightening ma- 
neuvers, including j ob cuts and 
a scheme thatwould have shut- 
tered its maternity, dentistry 
and pediatrics divisions. 

But debt continued to 
mount, so much so that the 
hospital was faced with immi- 
nent closure last week if it did 
not receive $ 62 million in state 
grants to offset its $ 170 million 
in debt. The grant money did 
come through, and a merger 
with SUNY Downstate ap- 
pears to be back on.

Scalino returns! 

Restaurant reopens after tax scare

The popular Seventh Avenue res- 
taurant Scalino — shuttered by state 
authorities last Thursday — reopened 
suddenly on Saturday after coming to 
an agreement with the state over its un- 
paid $230,000 sales tax bill. 

Finance officers had padlocked the 
restaurant — and slapped bright or- 
ange “SEIZED” signs on the windows 
— claiming that the owners, the Yak- 
sick brothers, had not handed over three 
years of tax revenues. 

But sure enough, the restaurant, at 
10th Street, was serving up its braised 
pork shoulder and pasta entrees as usual 
on Saturday. 

“I’m not at liberty to discuss it,” said 


Blaise Yaksick, who co-owns the res- 
taurant with his brother Mateo. 

Blaise declined to say if the tax bill 
had been paid. State authorities also 
refused to comment, citing the broth- 
ers’ privacy. 

But there was nothing private dur- 
ing the two-day period when the res- 
taurant was closed, when loyal patrons 
mourned what they hoped was not the 
permanent loss of a neighborhood staple 
run by two brothers who are as obsessed 
with the Pittsburgh Steelers as they are 
with homey Italian cuisine. 

“It’s sad; we’ll miss this place,” said 
stroller-hauling mom. Heather Millen, 
who sat on a bench outside the res- 
taurant, channeling the tomato cream 
pasta. “I love the owners, so I hope

why it has rej ected a request 
for a traffic light or stop sign. 
And it needs to show data to 
back up the decision. 

Whatever the collected 
data show, critics of the Pros- 
pect Park West bike lane said 
the very existence of the leg- 
islation is evidence that they 
aren’t alone in their fight. 

“It’s not just a local prob- 
lem; it’s citywide,” said Lois 
Carswell of Seniors for Safety, 
which has long opposed the 
lane. “There have been a lot 
of troubling ways the city has 
constructed these lanes.” 


“Using the lane is better 
than losing a life,” said one 
driver, who requested ano- 
nymity because such driv- 
ing is not sanctioned. 

The desire to get patients 
to New York Methodist Hos- 
pital no doubt motivated the 
paramedic who was captured 


But the city says that its 
Prospect Park West bike lane 
has made the neighborhood 
safer for drivers and for cy- 

In January, the Depart- 
ment of Transportation said 
that its data shows that crashes 
are down 16percent and those 
that occur are half as likely 
to include an injury; cars are 
much more likely to drive at 
or below the speed limit; and 
that no pedestrian injuries or 
pedestrian-cyclist crashes have 
occurred since the lane was 
installed last June. 


on video driving in the bike 
lane — a piece of YouTube 
footage that has inflamed 
an already heated debate the 
bike lane. 

“It’s really, really scary,” 
said James Bernard, a mem- 
ber of Community Board 6 
and an opponent of the bike 

Lane critics, who snagged 
the black-and-white video 
at 4: 15 pm on Dec. 21, have 
used the footage to make the 
case that the two-way path 
is at best a traffic bottle- 
neck and at worst, a tick- 
ing time bomb. 

At the top of Prospect 
Park West, near the park’s 
towering arches, drivers 


must watch for quick-mov- 
ing cyclists, joggers and mer- 
chants hauling crates to the 
Grand Army Plaza farmer’s 
market. Add a stray ambu- 
lance into the mix and it’s 
the recipe for chaos, crit- 

But footage of the am- 
bulance in the bike lane is 
just anecdotal baloney, said 
Department of Transporta- 
tion officials. Ambulances 
all over the city break traf- 
fic laws — and take calcu- 
lated risks in emergency sit- 
uations — and this is nothing 
groundbreaking.

include 400 parking spaces, 
a percentage of which will 
be available for the general 
public — the “cherry” atop 
a “magnificent cake,” as 
Halkias has called it. 

But critics say the plan is 
not a just dessert. 

“He should build within 
the confines of the law like 
everyone else,” charged 16th 
Street resident Bo Samajo- 
poulos.

The petition is the creation 
of the new South Slope Res- 
idents Committee. 

“This will bring more 
street traffic, noise, more 
wear and tear on the roads, 
and more garbage,” said Jo- 
sephine Fassari, a 16th Street 
resident. 

The garage would occupy 
five floors below the hotel, 
and is critical to the plan’s 
success, Halkias insisted.

fended the new lane by re- 
citing data points that the 
agency has been putting out 
all year: “Speeding is down, 
cycling is up and dangerous 
sidewalk cycling has been all 
but eliminated,” he said. 

Overall, the department 
reported, injuries to all street 
users decreased by 21 per- 
cent after lane was installed 
in July. 

And fewer drivers are now 
treating Prospect Park West 
like a speedway. 

Before the lane was built, 
75 percent of cars would ex- 
ceed the speed limit; now 
only 20 percent do. Crashes, 
too, are down from an aver- 
age of 30 to 25 in pre-lane 
years. 

Neighbors for Better Bike 
Lanes, which opposes the 
Prospect Park West route, 
is not impressed. After the 
report went out, the group 


slammed the city for fudging 
numbers. Plus, many mem- 
bers of the group oppose the 
lane because it has ruined 
the grand look of Prospect 
Park West. 

The group’s president, 
Louise Hainline, has been 
recording video footage of 
the bike lane in hopes of doc- 
umenting its danger, which 
explains how she captured 
the rouge (or hero, depend- 
ing on your perspective) am- 
bulance driver. 

She claims that the inci- 
dent on camera is just one of 
three cases in which a mo- 
tor vehicles used the lane in 
the past three months. (She 
did not provide The Brook- 
lyn Paper with documenta- 

In another incident, a 
truck driver “wasn’t able 
get around an area that po- 
lice had blocked off,” so he 


used the bike lane. 

“We have witnesses,” 
she said. 

That trucker was less jus- 
tified than ambulance driv- 
ers in Park Slope, but are 
obviously feeling the same 

“You just can’t go on Pros- 
pect Park West” during rush 
hour, said one driver for Mid- 
wood Ambulance Service. 
“I take other streets.” 

Another driver admitted 
that she’d made that mistake 
and was once forced to use 
the bike lane. 

“What are you going to 
do? ” she said with a creased 
brow. “There was no other 
choice.” 

Representatives at the fire 
department and New York 
Methodist Hospital could 
not be reached immedi- 
ately for comment Tues- 
day evening.

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Crepes Italia 

It’s a cross-cultural crepe smackdown in 
Park Slope, where an Italian take on the tra- 
ditional French pancakes promises to knock 
the socks — err, chaussettes — off even the 
most devout Francophile. 

The newcomer is Crespella, an espresso bar 
and Italian creperie that 
opened two weeks ago 
on Seventh Avenue be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth 

“A lot of people 
know crepes as being 
just a French thing, but 
they are actually very 
popular in Italy,” said 
co-owner Maria Zito- 
Bucca, a Brooklyn- 
born Sicilian, which explains the tiramisu crepe 
with mascarpone and biscotti or the savory 
mortadella, fontina and arugula crepe. 

In another break with France, Zito-Bucca 
(right, with Santina Adragna) uses chickpea 
flour instead of the traditional wheat flour to 
lend a saltiness. 

“I am a huge fan of panelle sandwiches,” 
said Zito-Bucca. “In honor of my guilty plea- 
sure, I wanted to use chickpea flour to cre- 
ate the crepes.” 

And it doesn’t matter which European coun- 
try earns your allegiance — everyone loves 
the Stumptown coffee.

G eoffrey Rush should win an 
Oscar for “Diary of a Mad- 
man” at BAM. 

Obviously, he’s going to win the 
naked gold statuette for his nifty 
work in “The King’s Speech,” now 
playing in the Fort Greene institu- 
tion’s movie wing, but what Rush 
is doing at the BAM Harvey in 
Gogol’s hellishly funny tragedy 


is acting — real stage acting — 
in its highest form. 

The play itself is a wrench- 
ing thing — I’m not giving away 
anything to tell you that you can 
judge this storyline by the title — 
as Rush’s low-level administra- 
tive clerk Poprishchin descends 
into the worst hell of all: human 
delusion. 

Act I is a comic joy, thanks 
entirely to Rush. After an ex- 
crutiating opening five minutes 
featuring Poprishchin’s Finnish- 
born porter Tuovi (Yael Stone) 
gratingly mouthing the Russian 


words for household objects, the 
clerk enters grandly, and the ac- 
tion of the play begins. 

At first, Poprishchin is, as he 
frequently describes himself, a 
gentleman, however humble, of 
glorious St. Petersburg — which 
you’d never know from Catherine 
Martin’s wonderfully decrepit 
and oppressive set, was one of 
the world’s leading cities. 

Initially, Rush plays Poprish- 
chin as a man who knows his place 
in the bureaucratic order, and 
mocks himself even as he uses 
his poison quill to pen bitter ti-

PrimeTime

B arbecue. What is it? 

Some say native Americans 
in Florida invented it by placing 
food in a hole with hot rocks. 

If you ask anyone from the Mid- 
west, he will tell you that it was 
invented somewhere west of Pitts- 

Some say in order to barbeque, 
one must cook over an open flame; 
others say indirect heat. 

I always thought my uncle had 
one out in the backyard. 

So really what is barbeque? Well, 
as a chef for more than 25 years, I 
can tell you that I’m not too sure ei- 
ther. But I do have a few tips. 

First, never boil the ribs. Second, 
never ever boil the ribs. 

Despite whatever you have heard 
about plunging ribs in boiling water, 
when ribs are boiled, the natural fla- 
vor and juices are left in the water 
and it is also harder for them to ab- 
sorb flavor from your sauce because 
they are now waterlogged. 

So always keep your ribs covered 
in a low dry heat. You can crisp 
them up later. 

Finally? 

Leave lots of time for this rec- 
ipe.

Roasted Rack of Ribs in a Maple and Brown Sugar B.B.Q Sauce 


2 12-bone pork St. Louis style 

FOR THE DRY RUB 

2 tlbs. Kosher salt 

1 tlbs. black pepper 
1 tlbs. garlic powder 
1 tlbs. Paprika 

3 tbls. chili powder 
1 tlbs. dried thyme 

1 tlbs. light brown sugar 
1/2 tsp. cayenne pepper 
(more for spicier) 

FOR THE SAUCE 
1 tbls. butter 

3 ounces bacon, sliced into 
1/4-inch pieces 
1/2 cup white onions, diced 

1/4 cup rice wine vinegar 
1/4 cup soy sauce

FOR THE RIBS 

Preheat the oven to 325 de- 
grees. Rinse off the ribs and 
pat them dry with paper tow- 
els. In a nice-sized bowl, mix all 
the dry rub ingredients, making 
sure you have no sugar lumps. 
Massage the rub into the ribs 
on both sides. Shake off any 
excess rub. 

Lay the seasoned ribs on 
a rack fat side up in another 



aluminumfoil, place th 
oven and cookfor about three 
to three-and-a-half hours, rotat- 
ing the every hour or so. 

This is a good time to make 
your wet sauce (see recipe be- 

You will know when the ribs 
are ready when the meat pulls 
away from the bone about one- 


quarter of an inch. The longer 
you cook them the softer they 
will get. 

Remove them from the oven 
and let them rest for about 20 
minutes. Now bring the oven 
up to low broil or fire up your 
grill outside. Lather both sides 
of the ribs with plenty of sauce 
and put them back in the oven 
(or on the grill) on a new clean 
pan fat side down this time. Let 
the sauce bake into the ribs for 
a few minutes and then add 
more sauce. Let them go un- 
til they look awesome. Cool, 


FOR THE SAUCE 

Melt the butter in a sauce pan 
and saute the onions and bacon 
over medium low heat until the 
onions havea littlecolor and the 
bacon is tender, but not crispy. 
Then add the rest of the ingredi- 
ents and mix them well. Let the 
sauce cook for about an hour 
and 15 minutes on a really low 
flame. The sauce should be just 
about simmering, hot enough 
to let the flavors develop, but 
not too hot so it burns. When 
the sauce is done, it should have 
a thick consistency. Use an im- 
mersion blender and puree the 
onions and bacon for a smooth 
sauce. But if you like it chunky, 
leave it chunky.

Beginning on March 3, Brave 
New World Repertory Theatre 
presents a full-scale production 
of “The American Clock” at the 
Brooklyn Lyceum in Park Slope.

“It’s very satisfying to be able to 



do this play during what we hope 
will be the end of the Great Re- 
cession, because I don’t think it 


ever really had its moment in Ar- 
thur Miller’s lifetime,” said Artis- 
tic Director Claire Beckman. “He 
hoped this would be a warning to 
people, that the clock is ticking 
on the American dream, and the 
play needs to be heard.” 

The play is based on Studs 
Terkel’s oral history of the period, 
“Hard Times,” but is also heav- 
ily mirrored after Miller’s own 
childhood. Like Miller’s family, 
the fictional Baums moved from 
Manhattan to Brooklyn after los- 


ing their fortune. There’s Rose 
and Moe Baum, based off of Mill- 
er’s own parents and portrayed 
by Beckman and Stuart Zagnit; 
and Joe Salgo as the young Lee 
Baum — Miller himself. 

“It’s a real window into his ex- 
periences and the hardships that 
shaped him as a writer,” said di- 
rector Cynthia Babak. “He’s doc- 
umenting what he sees as right 
and wrong.” 

In addition to the Baum family, 
the play’s 53 characters — here 
portrayed by a large ensemble of 
nearly 20 — include train-riding 
hobos and high-riding Wall Street 
brokers brought low as the play 
retells the story of the economic 
crisis, with period songs includ- 
5 ing “On The Sunny Side of the 
Street.”

he claimed were “from the 

“I wish nothing more than 
to serve your every demand 
(and maybe forcedly...),” 
read a Dec. 27 e-mail that 
Stoll said was from the ac- 
cuser to Hopkins. “I want 
nothing more than to please 
you, Master.” 

According to cops, the 
victim, whose name has not 
been released, responded to 
Hopkins’s posting about an 
apartment on the online clas- 
sified service. After he said 
she could live in his unit for 
free as long as she cooked for 
him, she flew fromher native 
Wisconsin to New York on 
Feb. 4. Hopkins picked her up 
at the airport and drove her 
to the apartment — but once 
inside, he imprisoned her and 
told her that she would serve 
as his “slave.” 

Hopkins bound and 
gagged her for over a week 
and forced her to have oral 
and anal sex, sometimes 
handcuffing her to a radi- 
ator, according to law en- 
forcement sources. 

Hopkins let her leave the 
apartment several times to go 
to a restaurant job she held 
in Manhattan, cops said, but 
it is unclear why she did not 
call her mother for help un- 
til Feb. 12. 

Her mother called Wis- 
consin cops, who got in touch 
with the NYPD, which said 
its officers raided the apart- 


ment and found the victim 
trembling on Hopkins’s bed 
without any clothes. 

They also said that they ob- 
served a house set up for sex- 
ual abuse : bolts attached to the 
ceiling ofthe studio, and an ar- 
ray of sex toys, including ball 
gags, awhip, and a rope placed 
in a bag on the floor. 

But in a jailhouse inter- 
view with the Daily News, 
Hopkins said, “I didn’t rape 

“A woman says anything 
happened to them in New 
York State, and they believe 
her and not the man,” he 
added. “Everything they’re 
saying I did was consensual. 
She could have left if she 
wanted to, but she didn’t.” 

And a Feb. 5 e-mail that 
Stoll made available told 
Hopkins, “I yearn to serve 
my Master better. Can i cook 
foryou tomarrow (sic)? I love 
you so much.” 

The e-mails make it clear 
that Hopkins is innocent, his 
lawyer said. 

“It is plain [from the e- 
mails] these were consensual 
acts performed by two adults 
who freely entered into a vol- 
untary, mutually fulfilling 
relationship,” said Stoll. 

“These accusations only 
arose when my client called 
the complainant’s mother, 
to tell her that her daugh- 
ter needed some emotional 
help, and should probably go 
back home.”

Big Bellies on 5th 

New trashcans are straight out of the future

In Park Slope, even the garbage 
gets a fancy new home. 

On Tuesday, the Fifth Avenue 
Business Improvement District 
installed six solar-powered, self- 
compacting trashcans at Bergen 
Street, Union Street and Fourth 
Street — plus additional “Big 
Belly” units on Ninth Street and 
13th Street. 

The recepticals cost $3,000 and 
hold three to five times more trash 
than a regular city-issued pail. 
They have a built-in compactor 
that is activated by internal sen- 
sors when the trash piles up. 

Oscar the Grouch isn’t the only 
fan. Local business owners espe- 
cially like the cans because it will 
help eliminate garbage that blows 
in front of their shop, resulting 
in tickets. 

“It’s an excellent idea,” said 



Linda Bugliese, co-owner of Ba- 
gel World at Fourth Street across 
from Washington (formerly J.J. 
Byrne) Park. “In the summertime, 
the streets are so dirty, you can see 
the trash rolling down the street. 
You don’t want your community 
to look like that.” 

In addition to cleanliness, the 
cans also require fewer trash 


pickups, which reduces Sanita- 
tion truck emissions. 

“The BID wants to go as green 
as possible, and these are the best,” 
said Greg Murjani, the legendary 
Mr. Rubbish, who extolled the nu- 
merous benefits of Big Belly as 
he installed the cans across Park 
Slope on Tuesday. 

But not everyone is impressed 
by the Jetsonian measures. 

“BigBelly does not eliminate 
the essential function of the San- 
itation Worker, as the BIDs must 
empty the compactor and leave the 
bagged litter out for DSNY col- 
lection,” said Sanitation spokes- 
man Matt LiPani. 

Still, five times more space in 
the can means five times fewer 
Sanitation pickups — a cost-cut- 
ting measure that sets up a bat- 
tle between the $3,000 compac- 
tors and senior Sanitation workers, 
who make $67,141. 

At least, for now.

The consultant, how- 
ever, did not consider a 
proposal being pushed by 
Squadron that would cap- 
ture tax revenue created 
when several currently tax- 
exempt Jehovah’s Witness- 
owned buildings are sold 
and return to the rolls. 

Squadron is pushing the 
consultant to consider such 
revenue before the end of 
the report’s 60-day “pub- 
lic comment period.” 
“The most-important al- 
ternative revenue source 
has not yet been studied: 
tapping into the 2. 8 -mil- 
lion-square feet of nearby 
Watchtowerproperties,” he 

Like Squadron, other op- 
ponents of housing inside 


the park dismissed the park 
improvement district tax. 

“We already pay our 
taxes,” said Judi Francis, 
president of Brooklyn 
Bridge Park Defense Fund, 
which has sued to keep 
housing out of Brooklyn 
Bridge Park and to maintain 
the open space in the same 
way that normal city parks 
are maintained: through the 
Parks Department budget. 
“Dedicate more of those 
dollars to parks and then 
we’ll talk.” 

Despite the derision, the 
idea of creating a Business 
Improvement District for 
a park is not without prec- 
edent. The High Line and 
Hudson River Park, both 
in Manhattan, have con- 
sidered BIDs to generate 


revenue, though neither did. 
Bryant Park is supported by 
a massive BID that manages 
more than $5 millionayearto 
supplement city services. 

In addition to the $4 mil- 
lion maximum revenue raised 
by the park improvement dis- 
trict, the consultant identi- 
fied $3 million in revenues 
that could be raised by: 

• Parking fees — $230,000 
to $440,000. 

• Creating more con- 
cessions beyond the soon- 
to-open wine bar at Pier 6 
and cart food on Pier 1 — 
$40,000 to $365,000. It’ll 
likely be the lower number, 
the consultant admitted. 

• Changing the proposed 
residential buildings to retail 
space — $250,000. Even that 
figure is unlikely because 
limited public transportation 
would make the park a poor 
location for offices. 

• Charging sports enthu- 


siasts more to use proposed 
recreation facilities inside the 
park — $600,000. 

The report did not men- 
tion cuts to the ballooning 
maintenance budget, which 
is being discussed by city 
and state officials, sources
